Q. Gentlemen, Having pe:usd feveral of your Pa- 
pers, and found ‘em no lefs useful and injtrudting

Expietfion. an Expreffion equally capable of two 
ConftruGions, 

Bur before we can clear your Scruple, we muft 
firft propofe, what feems to us to have been the 
oceafion of it, And here we are of Opinion, that 
your Scruple arofe from a twofold Argument. 
4. InSt. Luke 24, 50, we read, that be (our blef- 
fed Lord) led them (his Eleven Difciples) out as far 


as Bethany: from whence, after a Bleling bettow’d, 
and the Solution of a Queftion askt him, he Af. 


cended into Heaven, Whereas in the firft Chap- 
ter of the 4éts we find no mention made ot his 
leading them thither. | | 

In Anfwer to this Objection we beg leave to 
Propole the following particulars, 

1. An Hiftorian’s not taking notice of a matrer 
of Fact is no Argument the Reality of the 
Fact, unlefs there be other reafons ro entorce the 
Arguments ceducible from his Silence. But here 
on the contrary there are good reafons to Excufe 
wwe Silence of this Divine Hiftorian. And there- 
fore that Afcenfion in the Acts might have beer 
froma place by Bethany, tho’ St. Luke (the Writer 
of the Aés) makes no mention of it, when {peak- 
ing wf thar Atcenfien 
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phither, orbad Arriv d thither with hin, 


2. St. Luke, in the dcfigns ins account 


than Preliminary to his Hiftorical Narrauve of the 
Apoftles actions. And thercfcre his Ornithion o! 
that circumftance {pecified above is not only al- 
lowable, but more agreeable to his profelt dehga. 

3, Since St. Luke, had before (namely, in bis Got- 
pel) acquainted us with the place, from whence 


our Lord Afcended, it was no ways neceffary, that © 


he fhowd repeat it in his Aéts of the Apofiles. 

4. Tho’ St. Luke, in his 4@s, while {peaking of 
our Lord’s Afeenfion, fays nothing of Bethany, yet 
afterwards, while fpeaking of the Apoftles, he fui- 
ficiently informs us, thar, that Afcenfion in his 4¢ts, 
is the {ame with that in his Gofpel. And this he 
does by a twofold Expreffion. 

1. In Ads, 1, 12. he fays; Then (after our Lord’s 


Afcenfion) return’d they (the Difciples) to Ferufa- 


fem. And he fays the very fame in his Gofpel, Cd. 
24, Verfe 52. 

2. Ic immediatly follows, from the Mount called 
Olivet. Thar is, from that parc of Mount Olsver 
which ftood by Bethany. | 

Your Second Objection feems to be drawn from 


that Expreffion in Ais, 1, 6. Immediate to Chrift’s 


Afcenfion ; when they therefore were come together. 
Whereas in St. Luke we find, that the Difciples met 


ntrogether at the place, from whence our Saviour is 


there reprefented ro have Afcended, but were Le. 
fore Affembled at Ferufalem, from whence our Lord 
fed chem out as far as Bethany. | 

Bur in reply to this itis oblervable, that the O- 
riginal 1m ports, not only tO come, or 
Affemble together, when before Difperft, but alfo 
10 come all in a Body, as to come together in our 
Language does alto fignify, and is frequently fo 
usd. And fuch a Signification might be perhaps in- 
cended by our Tranflarors. And this inurely over- 
throws the force of the Objection. 

But Secondly, the atorefaid Original cuvi0eyouxe 
Signifies alfo to Accompany. And then the meaning 
of the Paffage is, when they had Accompanied Jefus

to Milapplications, whence he {o frequently {poils 
good things, and makes bad ones worfe. Butnor 
to dwell on fo untowardiy a Creature, he is no 
other than a Medly of {ncongruities, a Fardle of 
Inconfiftences.
